introduction of the city manager plan pC city gov- 
ernment so successful in other states of the union. 
It is a simple law. It provides for a council which 
will be the. board of directors of the city, a man- 
ager who will be the executive, flie council will 
no longer have both executive and legislative du- 
ties. 
The manager is selected by the board of 


directors. The stockholders of the city— the citi- 
zen voters— select the board. All responslbllity-is 
In tho' city manager head. 


Whenever a city desires' to change or whenever 


the citizens feel that they, want a change In the 
city government so as to take it out of politics 
and place Its conduct on business principles, ten 
per cent of the voters may petition the council, 
and within 30 or 60 clays, thereafter an election 
must be called in the city on tho question. That 
petition states just what is '.asked, how many 


• members will constitute the board of directors, 


and how. they shall be elected. The council has 
legislative .authority and can Delect the city man- 


. 
Here in Janesvlllo It should be an honor to 


serve on a board of directors for a ? 30,000,000 
corporation. 
The city manager plan is far and 


Ahead of the commission form of government, is 
simpler and has the distinct advantage ot being 
close to the people.

New York City, Dec. 1-1.—It has recently been 


observed and remarked upon» that a, number of 
women who move in the mostt expensive society 
of the country have been getting their divorces In 
Paris, usually along with their frocks. 
Thus the 


•lawmakers of the fashion code have, by their own 
example, laid down a new deci'ee for high society. 


Of recent-year's, there is as much danger of 


bad form in connection, with a divorce as with 
any other social function. Just as it is not in ac- 
cordance with the best thought on etiquette to be 
married in a, lavender waistcoat, or tb appear at 
your funeral in a polkadot necktie, so It ia.Jncor- 
rcct to be divorced in your home town. The law 
of the elite goes further to prescribe the exact 
place where a divorce is to be most agreeably and 
fashionably obtained, and like all questions of 
style, the Social divorce center shifts -vith the 
seasons. 
South Dakota, unconsciously instituted the di- 


vorce pilgrimage as a national custom, when it 
made six months a sufficient time to establish res- 
idence in the state. This was done to encourage, 
farmers, business men, and homemakers to come 
in to develop tho state. But'it did not take .the 
unhappily married of other states long to see the 
use to which such a law might be put. In the 
modest town' of Sioux Falls a divorce colony rose, 
prospered, and then fell heavily. 
For a New York lawyer was attracted to the 


beauties of the liberal Nevada divorce and resi- 
dence laws, and.by advertising them, and himself, 
he started" what'is now a well-worn trail from 
New York to Keno. -Since then, Reno has been a 
resort of the fashionable world when the marriage 
bond bored or annoyed it. 
Yet'Nevada claims 


that Reno has been misjudged, in that it is re- 
garded nationally as a wild and'reckless town. 
\ 


As a matter of fact, there are all sorts of.peo- 


ple 'among the prospective, divorce-seekers of 
Reno.' There are a few gay and dashing typed, 
and many more quietly exclusive types, and there' 
are a great many ordinary citizens from Pitts- 
burgh, Sacramento, .New York, and other places, 
who have-journeyed to Nevada to get a release 
from troubles which their respective states re- 
fused to recognize as grounds. 


Rono is indisputably the center of the divorce 


industry in this country, with only Newport as a 
possible rival for fashionable divorces. -As a re- 
sult Reno is somewhat different from any ether 
city in the United States. It is a prosperous and 
attractive little community, with luxurious shops, 
theaters, hotels and cafes, all of a scale of sump- 
tuousness ordinarily boosted only by large cities. 


•Reno lawyers may well be shivering in the r 


boots over the tendency of fashion to turn to Paris 
for its divorces. Once before, when Nevada tried 
for a year the experiment of changing its resi- 
dence requirements from six months to one year, 
there was an alarming decrease in the contents ot 
i-s cofEei% 
Paris, backed by fashionable approval, 


may attract only a small, fraction of Nevada's 
clients. But that shifting hundred or so of popu- 
lation-in important to the, lawyers, furriers, cater- 
ers, jewelers, and hotel men'of the town. 
Paris as a divorce colony is a logical aftermath 


of war'conditions. 
Passports for Europe have 


been granted grudgingly for several years and 
now the rush for Paris is on. There is no longei 
any-difficulty In getting a passport from the gov- 
ernment for France, provided one agrees to pay 
ten dollars for it. 
And there la no difficulty in 


obtaining, a passage on a steamer, provided you 
make up your mind a year or two in advance of 
HIP clav-vou wisTi to sail.

Paris offers attractions to the fastidious divorce, 


seeker that Reno, with ail its efforts to make vis- 
itors comfortable, can scarcely rival. In the nisi 
place, Paris IB indisputably a correct place in 
which to be seen by one's friends. And of course, 
Poris offers a fascinating collection of amuse- 
ments. With races, cabarets, theaters, e.^ssinak- 
ers. and -milliners at' hand, a sad or impatient 
candidate for divorce1 has plenty of diversion be-, 
twp'en the ordeals of appearing in court.

Cruelty, however, is just 


cause'tor divorce, and no judge has ever been 
wise enough to set down a rule showing exact!} • 
where indifference, lack of consideration, and vn- 
kindness shade off'into cruelty. . In the ciHcum- 
stances, the possibilities of the cruelty phrase cf 
the law are numerous. A young woman has be,en 
known to offer as an'example of cruel treatment 
the fact that her husband thought he played the 
piccolo beautifully, whereas his squeaky discords 
drove, her wild. At JeaSt- one harassed wife,' too, 
has -used as evidence of cruelty that-the brand of 
smoking tobacco used by her husband made her 
sick, though-we believe this, has usually, been re- 
jected as an insufficient cause. But on the whole, 
a skillful lawyer can do wonders with such dis- 
putable points of conduct. 
Desertion is another popular gateway to free- 


dom. 
As divorces are seldom contested in formal 


society, the decree..can usually be obtained on this 
ground if on no other. 
There is one drawback to France as,a divorce 


hunting ground, and that is that after.a second 
divorce has'been granted, the court,decrees that 
the applicant may not remarry. 
Hence France 


will not do for those addicted to frequent divorce. 


On the whole, the fashionable migration to 


Paris ',in order %to settle household affairs affects 
this country, outside of Reno, very little. Later, 
if there is any 
dispute over the legality of a 


French decree! as in case of remarriage or a will, 
there may be some interesting decisions by our 
courts, 
•We have 50 varieties of divorce law in as many 


states, territories, and the,District ot Columbia. 
What one state will unhesitatingly pronounce a 
legal dlvorcer may be another court a few miles 
away, over a state lihe, be pronounced invalid. 
Hence an imported clivqgpe is perhaps as good a 
risk as a domestic one.

BUDGETS TRIMMED

Madison—University and 
normal 


school budgets were cut $4,1535,000 
by the state board of education at Its 
meeting Friday, Dec, 10, according to 
K. -A. Kilzpalrlck, secretary. This ;-.c- 
tion was taken on direct requests for 
appropriations, and leaves supple- 
mentary requests to be cut still fur- 
ther, before final estimates are pre- 
sented to the state board of public 
affairs and the finance committee of 
the legislature, Mr. Kitzpatrlck said. 


This cut took- oft $3,577,000 from 
the university and practically a mil- 
lion from the normal schools. 
The 
budget as submitted by the university 
was for $15,000,000 trom all funds, 
and the normal school request wan 
for Jo,350,000, making the proposed 
budget from all 
these 
institution* 


slightly over $20,000.000. 
Action by 
the board of education brings the 
university budget to 
slightly 
over 


$10,000,000 and the normal school to 
a little over $4,000,000. 
"The board notes In its action that 


when the legislature finally passes on 
the budget In the late spring of 1921, 
the probabilities are that the esti- 
mates on all capital accounts, which 
Include land and buildings, 'will be 
very much lower than the sums rec- 
ommended. 
The 
board 
therefore 


calls attention specifically to the basis 
upon which the present estimates are 
made," Mr; Fltzpatrlck Bald.

fads, 
extravagance, 


hig-h colored and scanty clothing. Dr. 
Morton, who has 
recently 
returned 


from lonsr service o.verseas,. looks at 
tho present appearance, of. young Am- 
erican girls almost with the eyes of 
a fo-retg'ner. 


"I see my own country and"Its peo- 
ple'through the eyes of-fltty. Serbian 
boys and girls whom I'have brought 
hero to. BO to college'," says- Dr.-Mor- 
ton 
"They, are now- studying- in .col- 
leges from Vermont.to. Texas and from 
Maine to California.'- These Serbian* 
look upon America as.an ideal coun- 
try 
I want to. help, them keep this 


feeling". They have come, here believ- 
ing that America -is the strongest 
country la tho world, me.nUUy,. mor- 
ally and physically.
